dent Nixon's chief counsel in his 
figh: against impeachment said yes- 
terday he could not guarantee the 
existence of all 64 tape recordings 
of White House conversations — 
focal point of a court case involving* 
the President in a historic test of 
his executive powers. 

James St. Clair, who is arguing

reme Court, said no survey had 
- been made to determine whether 
the tapes — which Mr. Nixon has 
opposed handing over in the Water- 
gate probe — existed at all. 

Before St. Clair attended yester-

ΙΓ the G4 tapes were in the custody 


of President Nixon. He replied: “to gal

More Cherbourg 
boats for Iran .

PARIS. — Iran is negotiating the 
purchase from France of six more 
high speed missile-launching gun- 
boats in addition to the six ordered 
early this year, “Le Monde” reported 

yesterday. 5 
Shah Reza Pahlevi approved the 
negotiations during his recent state 


' visit to France. The boats’ maker 


is the Constructions Mecaniques de 
Normandie firm of Cherbourg which 
built the five Israel missile boats 


* which were. whisked away from the 


Normandie port at Christmas, 1969. 

Iran intends to equip the six 
gunboats ordered previously and 
eight patrol Hovercraft bought from 
Britain with the same missile, pro- 
bably the Harpoon, which has been 
developed by the U.S. frm McDon- 
nell-Dougias.

Political circles in Amman were 
reportedly very hopeful over a pos- 
sible pre-Geneva strategy summit in 
Jordan be-ween Hussein, Egyptisn 
President Sadat and Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to discuss a coordina- 
ted strategy preceding the next 
phase of the Geneva conference. If 
this Amman meeting is not held by 
next month, they say, Hussein will 
not attend the pan-Arab summit 
conference planned for September. 

In the meantime,no preparations 
for resumption of the Geneva talks 
ere likely before the autumn. How- 
ever, the Americans will undoubtedly 
respond actively to the independent 
communications from the concerned 
capitals in the region; the relaxed 
pace of these communications has re- 
cently picked up due to stepped-up 
terrorist activity and the consequent 
pan-Arab fervour for renewej mili- 
tary preparations. 


Beirut ‘serious’ 
about building

The solution to Lebanon's con- 
frontation with Israel is to pro- 
mote a strong Lebanese Army 
equipped with effective weapons 
“eapable of repulsing the enemy,” 
Meraisuf said yesterday in Bel 

y_in Bei- 
rut. He stated that the Lebanese 
Government was “serious” about 
setting up such an Army. 

The Lebanese official made the 
declaration while discussing Israel's 
naval strike againg: three Lebanese 
in retaliation for terrorist ac- 
tivity launched from Lebanese ter-

itory. 

Ma'‘alouf said that his country 
‘was conducting a range of bilateral 
contacts with various Arab govern- 
ments aimed at obtaining military 
assistance promised by the Arab 
Defence Council which met last 
week in Cairo. He expected that 
these would be completed “within a 
Month or two.” 

Ma'alouf earlier told a Kuwaiti 
newspaper that bis Government 
would not allow Arab sates to 
station forces in Lebanon. The pro- 
posal to dispatch Arab troops to 
Lebanon was raised at the Defence 
Council meeting. Several Arab states 
are believed to oppose setting up 
‘a strong Lebanese Army for fear 
that such an Army would crack 
down on “he terrorists a8 happened 
in Jordan in July 1971. 

Meanwhile, the Lebanese Defence 
Ministry said yesterday that 21 Le- 
banese boats were sunk by Israeli 
gunboats and frogmen in Monday's 
strike at the southern ports of Tyre, 
Sidon and Sarafand. This statement 
contradicted Beirut’s press repor’s 
which said that over 30 Lebanese 
boats were sunk. 

The Defence Ministry reported 
one casualty — a civilian injured by 
a tlme bomb. Residents of the ports 
were cautioned possible ex- 
plosions of such bombs and were 
asked to report suspicious objects 
te security authorities.

that the Israeli raid was designed 
to stir friction between the Lebanese 
and the terrorists. The newspapers 
noted that the raid coincided with 
the five-day disappearance of the 
prominent Lebanese editor, Michel 
Abu Judeh, whose abduction was 
alleged to have been an attempt to 
create such friction, Abu Judeh was 
released on Monday morning, saying 
he believed his abductors were dis- 
sident members of the ‘terrorist mo- 
vement who questioned him about 
his call to peacefully settle the 
Palestinian problems. 

Arab radios yesterday gave pro- 
minence to the Israeli raid. How- 
ever, they primarily quoted Wafa, 
the Beirut-based news agency speak- 
ing for the terrorists. The latter 
claimed that their forces confronted 
the Israeli flotilla and forced it to 
withdraw before accomplishing its 
objective. 

In a subsequent political com- 
mentary, Cairo radio said that the 
Jatest Israeli raid must alert all 
Arab states to a coordinated strate- 
gy under which Lebanon and the 
terrorists would not be left alone in 
a confrontation with Israel. The 
radio didn’t elaborate. but stressed 
the terrorist pledge to retaliate 
against the Israeli naval raid ~ 

A terrorist spokesman in Beirut 
said that the latest Israeli attack 
would not go unpunished. “The Pa- 
lestinian revolution will reply by at- 
tacks on Israeli targets from inside 
occupied Palestine,” the spokesman 
said.

Lebanese public may force 
- Beirut to curb terrorists

Pressure on the Beirut Govern- 

ment to act against terrorists oper- 
ating Israel is expected to 
mount following Monday night’s com- 
mando raid on three fishing anchor- 
ages in gouthern Lebanon. About 30 
vesselg were sunk in the attacks, 
carried out entirely by the Israel 
Navy, including commando units. 


The stated aim of the operation 
was to disrupt expected terrorist 
attacks from the sea and to warn 
fishermen to stop helping the ter- 
rorists. But another major objective 
was probably to get the people 
living in the area to add their 
voices to the opponents of Beirut's 
policy of giving the terrorists free 
rein. 


Leaflets Ieft by the raiders on 
undamaged boats called on the fish- 
ermen not to allow the terrorists 
to “operate out of their own homes.” 
But because of the power of the 
terrorists in southern Lebanon and 
their ruthless methods it is unlikely 
that the fishermen will be abie to 
resist them effectively without active 
packing by the authorities. 


Many residents of Lebanese vil- 
lages along the Israeli border have 
left their homes because of the ter- 
rorist activities and the Israeli ac- 
tons them. There has also 
been a considerable exodus from 
Tefugee camps where Israel has 
struck against terrorist bases. Most 
of these people escaped to the Beirut 
area and the Lebanese authorities 
are reported to be concerned at the 
situation. i

Although isolated Jerusalem Pine have 
staod on the Masrek ridge (at Belt Meir) 
and elsewhere in the Jerusalem area for 
150 years and more. Blass suggests that 
dense forest conditions might make survival 
more difficult. (The oldest Jerusalem pine 


salem’s Rockefeller Museum. Its age is 
estimated at between 220 and 280 years). 

Dr. Karschon dismisses this theory, not- 
ing thet in Sha‘'ar Hagai even trees outside 
the dense forest mass have succumbed. 
Among the multiple possibilities being pur- 
sued at his institute are mineral deficiencies 
in the soil, and leck of water. These 
theorles are hampered by the fact that 
the Jerusalem Pine is the only tree to be 
affected — the scattering of and 
oher pine species in the area not being 
harmed — and that, even among the Jeru- 
salem Pine in the worst affetced areas, 
about one in 10 continue to thrive’ while 
trees around them wither. 

Dr. Karschon doubt that the 
eutting of the new highway by-passing Abu 
Gosh three years ago might somehow have 
affected the water table. As for the pos- 
sibility that a still undetected" may 
be fhe cause, he said, "we can't rule 
it out.” 

Although “a blessing in disguise” might 
be too cheerful 2 view of the situation, 
landscape architects have for years been 
calling for more diversified forests to re- 
place what some term the “pine deserts” 
of the JNF. About 80 per cent of JNF 
plantings, from Kiryat Shmona in the far 
north to Yatir on the edge of the Negev, 
consists of Jerusalem (or Aleppo) Pine. This 
is a mative tree which the JNF adopted 
pecause it easily took root even in difficult 
terrain and because it grew rapidly. The 
INF is also coming around to the idea 
that forests must not only be green but 
interesting as well. 

Out of the debris dead and dying 
pines at Sha'ar Hagai, a new forest js 
already beginning to emerge — 8 secondary 
growth of oak, pistachio and other trees 
which have grown —- some to helghts of 
two to three metres — in the shade 
of the tall pine. These are descendants of 
the trees which covered the Judean Hills 
in Bible times. The JNF proposes to let 
them cover half the area being denuded 
by the dying pines. The remainder will be 
filled in half by cypress and half by other 
evergreens,

Bank accuses Sanbar 
of acting out of spite

Counsel for the Israel-British 
Bank, Eliahu Meron, late last night 
publicly accused the Governor of

Ministry asks 
for cut in 
shoe prices

Commerce Ministry officials have 
asked shoe manufacturers to “recon- 
sider” their prices, following a drop 
of nine per cent in the price of untan- 
ned leather on the world market. 

Although the Ministry never sum- 
marily orders a producer or vendor 
to cut 8 price that has already been 
approved, it can nevertheless urge 
him to do so. When prices for PVC (a 
plastics raw material) fell on world 
markets several weeks ago, such 
urgings to local plastics producers 
succeeded in bringing prices down by 
several hundred pounds per ton. 

One shoe distributor — Avna’al, 
a large national chain — has ali 
agreed to lower prices, by 10 per 
cent. 

At the same time it was asking 
for cheaper shoes, however, the 
Ministry yesterday authorized local 
Manufacturerg to raise their prices 
by up to three per cent. The authori- 
zation is to compensate them for the 
rise in the Defence levy; in no case 
will @ firm be able to raise its price 
by more than the rise in the customs 
duty on imported components of its 
product.

Another important factor 
ig that Jews — including the youn- 
enerations ~—, stick together. 
Jewish clubs play an important role, 
and Jewish teen-agers’ recreational 
activities are passed largely in a 
Jewish environment, 

Turkish Jewry stili respects tra- 
ditions. Few are really religious in 
the sense of attending synagogue 
regularly or not lighting the elec- 
tricity on the Sabbath, but they ob- 
serve the holidays and family events. 


‘Some worry, however, is caused by 


young Turkish Jews who leave to 
study in foreign universities — in 
such cases, there have been in- 
stances of intermarriage. 
Emigration 

The recent decrease of the Jew- 
ish population began after 1948, 
when half the country’s Jews went 
to Israel, Others have left for dif- 
ferent destinations including Italy, 
France, Canada and the U.S. The 
movement slowed in the 1960s but 
accelerated in the last few years. 
A report in the journal “Hedim” is- 
sued by the World Zionist Organi- 
zation’s Sephardi Community De- 
partment speaks of heightened in- 
terest in allya among Turkish Jew- 
ry. It speaks of the strong identifi- 
eation with Israel in the community 
and notes that after the 1967 War 
there was increased allya. Many 
young people have been sent to Is- 
rael to study in universities, in the 
hope that they would remain — 
while other Turkish Jews have come 


to Israel to join their families here. ὦ 
The declining numbers of Turkish 
Jewry has undermined their self- ᾿ 


confidence and left them in doubt 
as to the long-term viability of the 
Turkish Jewish community.

Algeria fails 
to deliver 
the gas 


NEW YORK (AP). — The Al- 
gerian government has broken 
promises and is grcssly inefficient 
in operating its liquified natural 
gas industry, leaving disappoint- 
ed customers in Europe and the 
U.S., an American business ma- 
gazine says. 

The charges were made by 
“Barron’s” the Dow Jones finan- 
cial weekly, on Monday in a 
major article titled: “You can't 
do business with latter-day Bar- 
bary pirates.” 

“Barron's” said the Algerians 
were now demanding “fantastic” 
prices for gas they can't deliver 
because, two years after its de- 
layed opening, their big plant at 
Skikda is still operating at only 
38 per cent of capacity. And this 
after repeated breakdowns attri- 
buted to “technical troubles.” 

Because of this, Algeria's first 
customer, Gaz de France, has 
become disillusioned, new clients 
are being turned away and big 
consumers obliged to Lh τ 
other fuels, the 

“Owing to such ietdowns,” εἶ the 
“Barron's” report added, “Gaz de 
France last summer depleted its 
reservoirs and had to enforce gas 
rationing over the southern half 
of France in the dead of winter. 
The company still does not know 
what supplies to expect from 
Algeria and it now is counting 
the days until natural gas starts 
coming from the North Sea and 
the Soviet Union, because it has 
Jost all trust in the promises of 
the Algerians.” 

The Skikda plant stoppages 
also badly hurt Algeria's big U.S. 
contractor, Cabot Corp.'s Distri- 
gas. It had contracted to dis- 
tribute Algerian gas from a ter- 
minal on the U.S. northeast 
coast. 

“Barron's” quoted Cabot's dis- 
appointed president, Robert Char- 
pie: “Did this hurt our business? 
It destroyed it, We have $125m. 
worth of specially designed equip- 
ment lying idle, Out of the 16 
cargoes we contracted for with 
Skikda we have received five 
over the past 18 months, and 
those sporadically. The last gas 
we got was in October 1973, 
so we missed most of our winter 
supply. We have no idea where 
we'll get more, In Algiers I get 
confused and conflicting answers 
to my cuestions, The future is 
quite obscure.”

‘Rebel’ factory is back in business 


its conservative roots when a watch 
factory in Besancon was teken over 
by its 1,300 workers. Today more 
than half the workers at the Lip 
factory are back at their benches 
and producing 1,400 watches a day 
under a new, dynamic manager, 
Claude Neuschwander. 

To re-establish contact with the 
6,300 jewellers and suppliers of 
watches, Mr. Neuschwander hired a 
six-carriage train and has visited 
19 French towns, ending with two 
days in Paris last week, to explain 
the company’s new policy. “The 
train has cost 400,000 francs (about
